taining conunercial prop¬ 
erty downtown, new con¬ 
struction at Sierra Madre 
Blvd. and Sierra Place, 
new construction in Me¬ 
morial Parie, new construc¬ 
tion at Sierra Vista Park in 
conjunction with a new 
recreation facility, and 
new construction behind

66 students in teacher Kris Majich’s fifth grade class¬ 
es participated in the mock election, which included 
weeks of study of various candidates and ballot propo¬ 
sitions, capped by an in-class vote held yesterday at Si¬ 
erra Madre Primary School. 

“We didn’t want to overload them, so we Just had 
them vote for Governor and Senator, as well as on bal¬ 
lot propositions four, five, and 10," said Majich. 

The students also had a mock voter registration, learn¬ 
ing about the political parties and selecting one, which 
led to an amusing moment according to Majich, when 
one student selected a political party her parents weren’t 
thrilled with; in fact, they made her bring her registra¬ 
tion form back to class and switch parties. Talk about 
electioneering! 

Homework for the students centered around not only 
the candidates and propositions, but also the political 
process in general, and how Democracy works. “Our 
goal was to increase awareness now and participation 
later.

Just like that, Munner, was my 
lovely, caring mother. That was her 
name. Catsup was Kebatz; the toy loan 
down at the park was tow-loyne; spa¬ 
ghetti was bislretty and snake was nek; 
aninud sounded like what it was and so I 
could say animal veiy well. It was lucky 
that I di^ because our family, especial¬ 
ly Munner loved and was loved by ani¬ 
mals. These words and many more 
w(»ked their way into our family conver¬ 
sation and from all the children a lan¬ 
guage particular to our own family devel¬ 
oped. When we get together now, we use 
these long-ago-words with a sort of com¬ 
ic reverence that makes us remember 
how fun it was to be a kid. 

The first pet 1 can remember was a 
doggy named Judy. Now I dcHi’t remem¬ 
ber where Mutmer got it but I thought it 
was kind of ugly. It was kind of all white 
with big, round, brown circles on it and 
had Itmg, floppy ears. She really liked 
to chew on stuff, of all kinds like shoes, 
and morning newspapers and my slip¬ 
pers. Mutmer yelled at Judy a whole lot 
but Judy was an entity unto herself, and 
mo matter how hard my family yelled at 
her she did what she wanted to do any¬ 
way. 

I remember that one day Munner went 
shopping at Robert’s Market and came 
home with two big bags of food. Mun¬ 
ner carried one bag into the house and left 
the front door open so she could go out 
to the car for the other bag.

Another childhood ex¬ 
perience on the Lucky 
Baldwin Ranch where I 
lived from 1928 until

of Sierra Madre. 

The Gypsies always 
came in the summer, when 
I was out of school and had 
plenty of time to follow 
them around as they did 
their worit of bailing hay 
and storing it in the two 
very large metal barns that 
were almg the main ncnth- 
south road from the train 
station just off Foothill 
Blvd. to the Gate House on 
Huntington Drive, which 
also served as the main 
access to Lucky Baldwin’s 
fabulous Queen Ann 
House. Arriving and 
camping as they did in 
their colorful wagons, the 
excitement of such activi¬ 
ty, as well as the delightful 
aromas of their cooking, 
was a magnet to a growing 
youngster. So, it was not 
lost on us, my Gate House 
friend and me, that when¬ 


ever we came around, 
there was always plenty of 
goodies to e^ And, with 
that temptation, we just 
seoned to gravitate to their 
camp evoy day, no doubt, 
making {lests of ourselves 
with our ever growing ap¬ 
petites. 

Frequently, we were al¬ 
lowed to ride the movers 
as they cut and baled the 
hay, ride their w^ons with 
the baled hay to the two 
metal bams where it was 
unloaded and stacked. At 
times, we were banished 
from the scene, as they 
must have figured, and 
rightly so, that it was much 
too dangerous to have us 


around. Probably their 
greatest fear, was Uiat sev¬ 
eral times a day, a Rattle 
snake would be caught up 
in the bailing 0 {>eration. 
Often, only a {xiition of the 
snake would be trapped in 
the bale, with enough of 
it’s head end to be most 
dangerous until dec^itat- 
ed. Hence the banishment. 
When that occurred, we 
would go back to their 
can^, where it seemed that 
the Gypsy were always 
cooking or baking for the 
hungry men in the field. 
Its little wonder then, that 
during this two or three 
week period, that we were

to politics, and we spent some time talking about peo¬ 
ple who don’t vote, then complain about societal prob¬ 
lems,” said Majich. 

In addition to homework and in-class political assign¬ 
ments (social studies), students heard two talks from 
guest speaker Jackie Knowles from the Pasadena area 
League of Women Voters. Knowles spoke once on the 
political process, then again on issues specific to next 
Week’s election. 

Tina Brown was most interested in Proposition 5, the 
Indian Gaming Initiative. She was very impressed with 
Knowles, saying, “I thought she presented her talk very 
well. She made everybody understand the propositions 
and how elections go.” One of her favorite assignments 
was studying a newspaper article (mi the candidates; the 
candidate who most impressed her as a result of her re¬ 
search was Senate candidate Mmt Fong. 

Jonnie Hinojosa found the smoking tax initiative most 
interesting. “If cigarettes are more expensive, people will 
smoke less. I think the SO cent tax is a good idea,” she 
said. 

As is true with adults, with Sierra Madre Primary 
School students, politics is a two-party affair. For Gov¬ 
ernor, Sierra Madre students gave Gray Davis 18 votes, 
while Dan Lungrai had IS. Third party candidates com¬ 
bined for 23 votes, with only Peace and Freedom can¬ 
didate Gloria Estela La Riva garnering more than five 
votes (7). 

Despite Tina Brown’s support. Matt Fong lost out to 
Barbara Boxer, 29-14, with Libertarian Ted Brown pok¬ 
ing up five votes, and no other third party candidate more 
than three. 

Proposition 4, the trapping practices initiative, passed 
by the narrowest of margins, literally. 28-27 was the 
vote. The Indian gaming initiative. Proposition S, was 
defeated in a 38-18 landslide (Peihaps the Vegas casi¬ 
nos infiltrated SMPS? Nahhhh). Finally, the additional 
50-cent cigarette tax to establish State and County anti- 
srnoking youth programs passed by a 37-20 margin.
